The Skeleton of a Woman Found 
at the Southern Hotel,

In the Laundry, in the Basement 
on Elm Street. 


The Shoes and a Petticoat Still on 
the Remains.

‘The Skeleton Supposea to be that of Kate 
Lawler, a Servant Girl. 


**A body tound in the ruins of the Southern 
liotel,’’ was the rumorthat quickly spread 
through the city this morning. The report 
proved true; nota body, but a skeleton, had 
been unearthed inthe ruins this morning at 
half past nine. 

As every one knows workmen have been busi- 
ly engaged during the_past few weeks in cart- 
ing away the debris of the ill-fated Southern. 
They have nearly completely cleared the cen- 
tral portion, running from the main entranee 
to Walnut street, across to Elm street to whcre 
Tony faust’s dining and supper rooms abut 
onthe botel. Although it has generally been 
supposed that 

SEVERAL BODIES 
would be discovered when the ruins were re- 
moved, up to to-day the workmen had come 
across no signs of any; neither was any 
of the wonderful treasure trove 
that was supposed to be hidden under the 
heaps of brick and mortar met with. This 
morning a gang ot workmen bossed by Thomp- 
son and Hickey were carting away the last pile 
of rubbish on the Elm strect side adjacent to 
Tony Faust’s, when one of the workmen, 
James Kaiser, aGerman, who was shoveling 
away the bricks, gave afshoutot surprise. 
Immediately the workmen rushed towards him 
and several bones were seen protruding from 
amongthe rubbish. Some of the men worked 
at once witk a will, and in afew minutes all the 
morter dust and bricks were clearcdaway. A 
horrible sight met the gazeof the iaborers. 
‘ Lying on its back, the legs bent in a cramped 
position, was 
THE SKELETON OF A WOMAN. 

Not a particle of fiesh remained on tle skele- 
@ton. The hair was stili attached to 
the head, but some of it had 
‘been burnt. Several of the ribs were 
broken and crushed. Around the body of the 
skeleton there was nota vestige of clothing. 
Around the bony legs were the remnants of a 
colored petticoat which bad also been partly 
consumed by fire. The bones of the feet were 
also partly covered by the remains 
ot a pair of shoes, which, too, were badly dam- 
aged by the fiery element. Stretched thus on 
its back, fullin the glare of the burning sun, 
the si-eleton was a 

GHASTLY SIGHT. 
The workmen at once 
as the osseous 
female. For some minutes the 
laborers looked at it with horror. Then a 
messenger was at once dispatched to the Coro- 
ner, who-shortly afterwards arrived and re- 
moved the bony remains to the Morgue, 

The identity of the skeleton, of course, was 
not known. It is supposed, however, to be 
that ot one of the female servants of the hotel. 
The remains were found in the 
laundry, in close proximity to 
the laundry-stove and owash-tubs and 
quite closeto the window. One theory is, that 
the girl, must have been in the laundry when 
the building took fire, and that shetried to 
escape through the window, but the smoke 
and flames impeded her efforts, and she 
must have tallen upon her back, when 
thetumbliing debris s00n covered her, smash- 
ing herribs and putting an end to her agony. 
One proof of this theory is that the skeleton 
was found onthe floor ofthe laundry with all 
the bricks, etc., on top of it, 

, ANOTHER THEORY 

is that the girl wasin her room at the top of 
the hotel and came falling down with the 
bricks and other burning matter. But the 
fact that the remains were found 
all the ruins igs against this view ofthe case, 
although in corroboration it is stated that the 
laundry was locked at 9 o'clock every 
night, andthe servants were not allowed to 
work there after that hour.

The Southern Hotel was destroy ed by fire or on 
the morning of April 11. The alarm was turned 
on precisely at 1:10 a. m. Within 
an hour the entire structure was 
in flames. At the time of the 
fire there were 225 guests in the hetel and 
eighty employes. These latter; most of whom 
were servant girls, were located in the 
upper story of the southern wing, with 
a frontage on Elm street, and it-is directly 
underneath the laundry that the skeleton was 
Giscovered to-day.

THE CORONER. 

Coroner Auler was notified of the ghastly 
find about 10 a. m., and procecded to hold an 
inquest over the remains. But little testimony 
was taken, just the narration of the workmen 
as to the condition of the body when tound,and 
it was conveyed to the Morgue, from whence it 
will be buried to-morrow. The brown bair 
and the general formation of the bones indi- 
cated thatit was that of a woman. 

The general belief is that the remains are 
these of hate Lawler, one of the missing 
servant girls, who was never seen after the 
fire. The Keefejgirls were known to be all to- 
gether, and if the sxkeletonot one had been 
tound those of the others would in all proba- 
bility have been in close proximity to it. 
All ithe inferences point to the 
skeleton as that of poor Kate Lawler, 
andtbus another unfortunate victim of tbe 
Soutbern Hotel fire has come to light. 

This now makes the number ot those who are 
known to have lost their lives by the Southern 
Hotel disaster sixteen.

Little Rock Quarantined Against Mem- 
phis Refugees.

MEMPHIS, July 11.—There have been no 
new developments to-day, no new cases, and 
a general feeling of confidence is being exper- 
ienced. 

THE PANIC. OF YESTERDAY 
has entirely subsided and everything tliis 
morning is quiet and serene. The sick mem- 
bers of Judge Ray’s family are progressing 
favorably. There has been no spread of the 
disease as anticipated. 
LAST NIGHT’S DEPARTURES. 

It is estimated that fully 5,000 people de- 
parted from the city yesterday. The midnight 
trains of the Louisville and Memphis and 
Charleston Railroads last night were crowded 
to suffocation. Both roads sent out double 
trains, and yet were unable to accommodate 
all. 

MANY WERE COMPELLED TO REMAIN 
over until to-day. The Little Rock Railroad 
sends out its last train at noon, the author- 
ities of that city having notified the raflroad 
officials that quarantine woula be established 
on all trains leaving Memphis after that 
hour.

The yellow-fever scare, from which the re- 
cent reports from Memphis have ¢reated asort 
of reflex alarm in this city, is, as the tele- 
grams show, abating.

A 
number of flour, provision and Commission 
houses here are in receipt of Memphis tele- 
grams to-day countermanding previous orders.

Final Winding Up of the Affairs of Apple- 
ton, Noyes & Maude.

Ex-Collector Simmons, of Boston, Takes 
$300,000 to Distribute Among 
* Eastern Creditors. 


A settlement of the affairs of the well- 
known firm of Appleton, Noyes & Maude bas 
at last been effected. it will be remembered 
that the firm were extensiye wholesale 
dealers in boots and shoes, and 
that their suspension was brought avout bv 
the death of Mr. Jarvis, of Louisville, who 
was a limited partner. The indebtedness of 
the firmand Mr. Jarvis together amounted 
to about $900,000, and when Mr. Jarvis died 
he left $200,000. Ex-Collector Wm. A. 
Simmons, of Boston, who represented the 
creditors, held that. Jarvis being 
liable as a general partner, his 
estate was also liable, but to fix this liability 
would have required years of litigation and 
would have, consumed the estate. Hence a 
compromise was affected acd this will realize 
about $150,000 from the firm assets and about 
$ 150,000 from the Jarvis estate, so that the 
creditors will receive about $300,000, 
or 3>—Stsé ents on the dollar. 
This is , more than was ‘at first 


expected, Mr. Simmons and his asseciate, 
Mr. Squire, having been very successful in 
converting the assets into cash and in making 
cash negetiations. They returnto Boston to- 
night with a little over $300 ,000 to distribute 
among the creditors. 

The firm of Appleton, Noyes & Maude pass- 
es out of existence entirely. The accounts of 
the firm were sold Messrs. Sim- 
mons and Squire to essrs. Appleton 
and Noyes. original members of the firm, for 
$50,000, and these accounts have been put in 
the hands of Messrs. Wm. Patrick and E.T.AlI- 
len as trustees for collection. Messrs. Patrick 
and Allen have ably represented the sus- 
pended firm all the way through, and have 
contributed their share toa settlement that 
seems to be satisfactory all around. 

The failure of Appleton, Noyes & Maude is 
said to be the heaviest that has ever overtaken 
Eastern manufacturers.

Ending of an Interesting Political Career 
—The Death Roll. 


Death of Hon. Wm. Allen,.of Ohio. 
By Western Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, July 11.—Hon. Wm. Ailen 
died suddenly at his home near Chillicothe, 
Ohio, this morning. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Mr. Allenis aman who has been at one 
time very prominent in polities, and 
the influence of whose name has 
done much towards the success of his party 
on more than one occasion. His-chief prom- 
inence 1s due to the fact that forty-six years 
azo, that is, in 1837, he was 
chosen to represent this state in: the United 
States Senate and filled that position with 
credit until 1849, during which period he was 
the compeer of suoh men as Clay, 
Webster, Benton, and others of 
that great ctase of statesmen... Ih: 1849 
he retired to his farm near Chillicothe, 
Ohio, and _— there, for many years, 
he led the simple and unostentatious life of a 
farmer. For almost a quarter of a century he 
lived in retirement, until, in 18738, he was 
nominated Govemor of Ohio, was 
elected and served a term of two vears. In 
°75 he ran again at the urgent solicitation of 
his friends, and after a most 
furious and desperate struggle,. for 
the election of that year meant the presiden- 
tial nomination and election. of the 
next, was defeated by Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes. Since that time 
Mr. Allen remained in domestic quiet and re- 
fused to be again drawn into the vortex of 
politics. In public and _ ~»private life 
he made many friends, whom 
he retained up tothe hour of his death, and 
all of them will regret the sad event that causes 
them to grieve over the loss of a friend and a 
statesman,who might still have done his coun- 
try great service had he lived. 


STEAMSHIPS ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Why the Wachusett Cannot Reaeh St. 
Louis This Seasou—An VUid Beoatman’s 
Opinions. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The Globe- Democrat of the 10th inst. printed 
the following item: 


The Secretary of the Navy could have secured 
the services ot Jules Douglass at New Or- 
leansto pilot the Wachusett when. she first 
staried. Jules was fresh off tbe track, and his 
reputation as a pilot aad a gentleman is untar- 
pnisbed. 

The Secretary of the Navy did procure the 
services of Charles M. Scott, at New Orleans, to 
pilot the Waehusett. Mr. Scott is one ot the 
oldest and most experienced pilots on the Mis- 
sissippi River, and his reputation as apilot, a 
patriot and a gentieinan is untarnisheé. 
I am prompted by a feeling’ of 
justice to make a few remarks 
in defense of Capt. Scott. In the first place lI 
will state that it was impracticable to start the 
Wachusett to St. Louis in the condition the 
river has been in any time during this season. 
1 have conversed with quite a number of 
steamboatmen as to the probability of that ves- 
sel getting up, and have heard but one opinion 
on that subject, and that opinion was that she 
would not be able to get to St. Louis this year. 
I regard it as doing Capt. Scott a. great 
injustice to write such articles as 
the above, which tend to criticise that zentie- 
manor expect himto do what no practical 
steamboatman (so far as | have heard an ex- 
pression) could do. Any wan who has studied 
the navigation ofthe Mississippi River knows 
full well that the changes of the channel are so 
sudden when there is a rise in the river 
that the place where the channel of 
the river was before the rise, 
sapthere was 8 feet in tne channel, and the 
river raised 12 feet on the banks, there would 
likely not be 16 feet water where the channel 
had been before the rise. To makeit more 
plain, asthe river rices the old channel fills 
up and the bottom of the river levels. off, and 
in many instances when the river falls again 
the channel will be found feutting out half a 
mile oreven more fromthe place where the 
former channel was. 

Again, I will state that there has-not beena 
time during this season that the Lest and 
freshest pilot could employ. first-class. leads- 
men and run a buvattrom St. Louis to Vicks- 
burg, giving him daylight to do the work, thut 
would not, during thetrip, find souniings of 
less than fifteen feet. So until we have Euds or 
some other practical river 
to make improvements on 
Mississippi River to confine the water to some 
given point, Il regard it as impracticable totry 
to navigate the river with a vessel drawing 
over fourteen feet of water. I.am free to ad- 
mit if we had floods in the river asin bygone 
days, vessels ought to be brought. to St. Louis 
drawing 18 teet of water or more, but this year 
has been an exception, and to ask or 
expect of Capt. Scutt to perform an 
im possibility 8 doing that 
gentleman great Injustice, and newspaper — 
should be careful to not criticise old and ex 
rienced officers forthe purpose of gratity ae 
young and ambitious pilots. I rather rgret 
that this steamer did not employ, say twoof 
the most popularand ambitious voung pilots 
onthe Mississippi River, and save Capt. Scott 
the ungenerous criticisms that bave been made 
about his services. Il will now take 
occasion to state for the infor- 
mation of your readers position 
as a boatman. I was a pilot before the war 
from Pittsburg to New Orleans. and 8¢t. Louis, 
and had an opinion, be it vain.or not, that no 
man living was my superior asa pilos. lt was 
evidently the design of the Secretary of the 
Navy to meet the June flood, and so known 

among his friends nere, and had@ this usual 
flood not been a failure the project would have 
met with success. This flood has not failed be- 
tore for many years. So to. manefaeture pub- 
lic opinion against an. individual, either be it

Cooler Weather. 

The weather, as on yesterday ,was at an caily 
heur this morning the subject of universal 
comment. The weather is a good staple topic 
of conversation af &ll times and under all cir- 
cumstanees, but the weather forthe last few 
davs bas been more than this. There is a 
serene satisfaction in asking a man who is 
mopping off his Bushed forehead if he doesn’t 
find it warm, that is only equaled by the per- 
tormance ot a virtaonus action. 

Not that one expects him not to find it warm, 
or that one wants confirmation of one’s owao 
views on.the subjeet; itis the consciousness ot 
misery loving company that gives point to the 
remark. 

The boys on the streets are offering the 
broad and breezeful palmleaf at two tora 
nickel, and driving a thriving trade at the 
same; the only reason they do not offer, and 
peopie do not buy three faws for anickel, is 
tbat the average man has only two hands to 
fan with. Besides the boys’ business 
an immense trade in lemonade 
bas sprung up on every street corner, and 
cooling drinks ata nickel a glass stare one in 
the face atevery turn. Lemonade is the hot 
weather beverage , but he that escapes the se- 
ductive yellow hemisplrereg fails a victim to the 
meliow ice cream soda. 

Locally, to-day was novas hetas yesterday. 
At 6°42 a. m, the Signal Service thermometer 
stood at 83 deg., and at7e’cieek it had not 
varied from this height. This was one degree 
‘higberthau at the same hour yesterday. At 
11:07 the reading was 9# degrees; lower 
by one degree than on Thursday. 

Lhe cool breeze which sprang wp about ten 
o'clock did an immense deal of good. Coming 
as it did from some cooler northwestern re- 
gion, itfanned the feverish brows of the hot 
workingmen, and gave new life to tne tired 
peastsof burden. Mr.Weber, the signal officer, 
thinks the weather is apt tu be cooler to-day 
than heretofore, a bopeful prediction, the rul- 
filment of whch will be looked for anxiouslv. 

The temperature to-day at2 p. ms. stood at 
99.5 degrees, the same that it was yesterday 
at2o’clock. The highest temperasure yester- 
day was before 2; to-day it came after that 
hour. Sergeant Weber, atter a _ careful 
study of the War Department map saia that 
there was probably an area of hig!» barometer 
forming over Dakota. The low barometer, 
whose center is now at LaCrosse, will proba- 
bly pass over the lales and 
ZO out’ over the Gulf Stream. 
The present area of high barometeralong the 
Southern coast is disappearing. 

The area of hot weather yesterday had La 
Crosse for its northbermogt point, and 
New Orleans tor 8 souther- 
most; it was bounded on the west by Denver 
and east bya point between Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati. Thethermometer stoed at 90 and 
more in all this region, and'‘at'two places— 
Fort Dodge, 1. T., and Springtield,. O1.—it ran 
up to 1U0 degrees.

An Injunction Restraining the City From 
Collecting More Than One Cent for 1878 
to be Applied for by Several Corporations 
—Items. 

Mayor Joyce Was served with a notice this 
morning that at 10 o’clock to-morrow morning 
an injunction restraining the County Collector 
and city officials trom collecting more than one 
cent for the year of 1878 from the St. Louis 
Bridge Company, the I. and St. L. R. R. Com- 
pany and the Wiggins Ferry Co., and others, 
would be Jappiied tor before Judge §Snyder. 
The city purposed coilecting thirteen mills, 
and Mayor Joyce expresses it as his intention 
to fight this question to the end. 

Spencer M. Kase has accepted the position of 
City Attorney, vice Benjamin N. Canby, resign- 
ed, for a compensation of $500 per annum. 

One of the Vandalia engines collided with a 
St. L., KR. C. and N. box caratthe depot, yes- 
terday evening, damaging the latter consider- 
ably. 

The police never experienced duller times 
than at present.

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IRRELIGIOUS LONDON. 


A Million of People Who Have No 
Churchand Who Want None. 
{From the London Spectator, June 21.] 

The working classes of East London do not 
gotochurch or eare about religion in any 
way. But no one explains,or eyen mentions, 
the most striking fact of all, that no move- 
ment, or cry, or prayer comes from the other 
side, that these vast masses of English folk, 
male and female, no more ask for clergymen, 
or churches, or religious teaching of any kind 
than fithes ask for fishermen. We should all 
hear it fast enough if they did, indeed, it is 
difficult to imagine, if all these myriads want- 
ed the tuition they are so eagerly asked to 
want, what the volume of the consequent roar 
would be. Suppose they only 
resented the absence of religious 
teaching as they would the absence of work, 


or called for clergymen as they would call, if 
they were inadequately supplied, for publi- 
cans. The sound would never cease from the 
ears of West London until the demand were 
granted, and government would be distracted 
by its own eagerness to comply with the re- 
quest. The multitudes, however, remain 
quiescent. No crowds mareh through Pail 
Mali demanding ministers of religion and care 
rying banners with ‘‘Pity the Churchless;’ 
no meetings aré held in Victoria Park to de 
nounce the ‘‘yillainous monapolists of the 
means of e,’’ nor are public meetinzs 
held to see if the want cannot be supplied by 
an infinite collection of penee. You never 
even meet men calling in the street, **We’ve 
got no clergy to teach us!’? Here are more 
than a million of people, upon whom cirecum- 
stances have laid what ‘used to be called in 
Catholic countries an Interdict, silencing all 
bells, withdrawing all priests, shutting all sa- 
cred buildings, and not gone in a hundred 
cares, nor is one in ten so much as fully aware 
of the difference between the region he lives 
in and the rest of the world. It is this which 
strikes us as so wonderful and so little noticed. 
How does it happen that here in London, in 
the richest and most civilized of eapitals, 
people by a race perhaps as good and certainly 
as respectable as any other, the want which 
socivlogists say is the most instinctive of hu- 
munity is so little felt—or, forwe must not 
forget that conceivabie reply, appears to be so 
little felt. Here area million of people, fairly 
fed, fairly intelligent, fairly or- 
deriv, who seem to care as little 
about the ; sreat problem of ‘the ‘*whence and 
whither’’ as the ani mals do, or the fishes, to 
have no feeling at all about it, no desire for 
any special form of worship or mode of ex- 
pressing religious feeling, no fear that if they 
neglect it utterly anything will happen to 
them. No other people except the Chinese

seem to be in that frame of mind. If East 
| London were addicted to odd heresies or to 
strange forms of worship, or were sceptical or 
| superstitious, or given to indoor religion or to 
the worship of goodness which prevails in 
some parts of Germany, it would be intelligi- 
ble; but the continual apathy of millions on 
the subject, lesting for generations, and never 
disturbed except by efforts from without, is 
surely very strange. There are sceptics in 
Kast London, and fierce sceptics, but the body 
of the people are not sceptics, have none-of 
the sort of irritable dislike of relig- 
ion and the clerical order shown in Paris and 
Berlin. A very small proportion would de- 
clare themselves infidels, perhaps as small as 
the proportion among the private soldiers, 
among whom such an announcement is the 
rarest of events. They have to declare their 
faith on joining, and in the great garrison of 
Malta a chaplain who cared about the matter 
found that, in four years only one man bad 
asked to be reeorded as an infidel. The officer 
presiding, greatly surprised, asked tho man 
twice, and. twicé receiving the same reply, 
ertered him as ‘*‘Member of the 
England. ‘*What else conld I do?’’ he 
aske d,in answer toasubscequent remonstrance ; 
‘‘there’s no congregation of them 
Five-sixths of all people in the East End, if 
forced to listen to ordinary religious or moral 
| teaching, raise no objection, feel no objection, 
| and go away neither assentipe nor dissenting 
| nor moved—entirely without irritation, but 
| wanting no more of it and not disposed to give 
| even pence for its purchase. They do not 
care. Nor do we hear of much superstition. 
There is often a good deal of dow nright super- 
| stition among the ‘**Pagans’’ of country 
places, a great deal of fear of the unknown, a 
reliance on old practices in defense against 
evil powers, but in East London superstition 
| seems as dead almost as religion. You would

SEEKING HIDDEN TREASURE. 


Mvsterious Gold B Hunters Undermining 
the Old Redoubts of Fort Putnam. 


[Correspondence of the Newburg Journal, ] 


Point. and at the Quartermaster’s office they 
offered a large sum of money for permission 
to dig into the ground, with an agreement on 
their part not to damage the United States 
property nor to leave the surface broken when 
they left, intimating that their object was to 
unearth some hidden treasure.

| erected in the summer of 1779 southwest of

_done by night. A hole four feet square and 
eight feet deep has been made at the base of 
the redoubt; then the passage makes a sharp 
turn and goes downward at an angle of forty- 
five degrees for twelve feet, where a heavy 
bowlder stopped the further progress of the 
diggers. ‘Tracks were found, but no tools or 
marks of candles. Although a large amount 
of earth had been removed, no shoveling had 
been done, as the material had been brou: zht 
vut in a vessel of some kind and piled in a 
heap quite away from the pit. Apparently 
foiled by the bowlder, the diggers commenced 
an excavation away from the old work and had 
a gallery twelve feet long, directed so as to 
strike the abandoned pit. Inthis the shovel 
had been used and the dirt left on the bank, 

but as in the other case no tools were found. 

Part of the work was done before and much of 
it since the late rain, and all has been in pro- 
gress up to and including Friday last. Much 
curiosity is evinced in this discovery, and it is 
proposed to adopt means to secure to the de- 
scendants of the patriots residing in the town
